WASHINGTON, June 23 (/P)— Fifty-one of the OG mem- 
bera of the United States senate are ready to vote for ratifi- 
cation of the United Nations charter, an Associated Press 
poll Bhowcd today. 
, Not one of 74 senators interviewed expressed outright op- 
position. Five eaid they probablj- would support the inter- 
national pence-preserving aBTcomcnt worked out at San Fran- 
cisco. . 

The 51 who said they would vote aye, barring unforeseen 
developments, plus the five probables, totals just eight short 
of a hvo-thirds majority of the memberahip. Ratification of 
a treaty requires the affirmative votes of two-thirds of those 
present and voting. Seldom have more than 90 members been 
present on even the most pressing roll calls. 

Those who declined to commit themselves in advance and 
those who could not be readied include many who have ox- 
preaaed themBclvea in favor

If there Is any attcmiit to white-wash the

Dr. David A. McClusky, who resigned early 
this year as superintendent of the BlacWoot 
hospital, said a mouthful In his open letter 
to tho Tlmes-Newa.

It's usually a safe bet that where there Is 
amolto there Is also fire, and It should ho ap- 
parent to everyone that plenty of smoke has 
been coming from the Blacktoot Institution. 

Tho present Inve.'itlEatlne commission was 
appointed by Governor Gossctt after Parley 
Rlgby, postmaster of Idaho Falls, revealed 
that two patients had died at the institution 
under "unusual circumstances." 

This commission Is charged with dcllver- 
, Ing Its secret findings to the governor, and 
-. he In turn has said he will make these find- 
ings public. 

All credit is due Parley Rlgby and the 
others who have attempted to force a show-

Blackfoot hospital, end here Is hoping that 
■ Mr. Rlgby. who was appointed one of tho
